Kaiser Metal Products, Inc., signed a contract today 
with Glenn L. Martin Company to manufacture wings for 
the Canberra twin-jet light bomber, and announced that 
it will require 7,000 more employees at its Bristol plant 
for aircraft work. 
The plant s warehouse, known as Plant No. 2. is 
being rehabilitated at a cost of $1,000,000 to add 200,000 
square feet of floor space to an existing 550,000 square 
feet for sub-assembly and final assembly. 
Kaiser officials said that the new defense production 
would not affect the company's normal output of enam­ 
eled metal products for civilian markets. 
The Canberra was designed and built in Great Britain 
by the English Electric Company, Ltd., as a high altitude 
bomber. A substantial quantity, in a night intruder ver­ 
sion, will be built by the Glenn L. Martin Company for the 
U. S. Air Force. The Canberra bomber made the fastest 
crossing of the North Atlantic in history last February — 
2,100 miles from Northern Ireland to Newfoundland, in 4 
hours and 40 minutes.

WHAT would you and I give 
if we had th e Im agination of a 
child from two to five? Then we 
could sec things, hear things and 
feel things not present to our 
senses to such a degree th a t we 
never would be bored. Besides, 
w hat we really saw or heard or 
felt could be enriched im m easur­ 
ably. Our lives could be so much 
more interesting and we could be 
far more attractive to our chil­ 
dren and other people. And how 
much more we could achieve! 
If we only had a sm all portion 
of the to t’s ability to create In 
our im agination we could under­ 
stand him better, appreciate him 
more as a person and be more 
companionable with 
him. 
We 
could go with him into his en ­ 
chanted world and talk with his 
elves, brownies and fairies. We 
would then have better m anners 
toward our little child and would 
not em barrass him by being dull, 
Indifferent and rude in the pres­ 
ence of his Invisible companions. 
We would treat them as im por­ 
ta n t persons then and, In doing 
so, would treat him as he deserves 
to be treated. 
Must Seem Rude 
How discourteous we m ust seem 
to our little child when we Inter­ 
rupt him and his Im aginary crea­ 
tures a t the eery time when they 
are conversing seriously or en­ 
gaged in a very Im portant enter­ 
prise. Insofar as we are rude to 
them , we are rude to him ; so he 
must suppose. And how the child 
two, three or four playing or 
conversing 
with 
his 
precious 
im aginary com panions or talk ­ 
ing earnestly with them as if 
they were real, m ust feel when 
we ignore him and them or m ake 
fun of him and encourage other 
adults to Join In the ridicule. It 
m ust be th® last straw when some 
adult tells him at such times th a t 
he Is lying -lying when he sup­ 
posed he never had been nearer 


to the truth! 
How 
this 
little child 
m ust 
worry and puzzle over the big 
people who seem to him so stupid 
—so blind, so deaf, so m uch like 
a post. He Just has not had the 
experience to enable him to un­ 
derstand us. But we have had 
sufficient experience to under­ 
stand him if we softened up our 
bony heads and used the bits of 
memory and im agination we do 
have. S\ich Is not Impossible for 
us if we will but try to put 
o u tliv e s in the place of this 
little child. With sufficient effort 
and persistence we could almost 
m easure up to his expectations. 
Then with more and more prac­ 
tice we m ight acquire more and 
more of the kind of creative im ­ 
agination this precious little per­ 
son has. Here Is how* we may gain 
in these directions: 
Courteous Attitude 
As soon as the Infant begins by 
grunts or other sounds and ges­ 
tures to tell us som ething, we 
shall listen wholeheartedly to 
him witly the same courteous 
attitude we would employ lf he | 
were a most honored adult guest, I 
As he develops form al speech, we 
Shall likewise enjoy listening to 
him and conversing with him ap- J 
preciatlvely, never Indicating by 
our dem eanor or bodily move­ 
m ents th a t anything he says Is 
unworthy of our strict attention 
and consideration; never, th ere­ 
fore, smiling or laughing a t any­ 
thing he says which he says seri­ 
ously; and he Is practically al­ 
ways very serious. All th a t he 
creates with words or with his 
hands through hts Im agination 
we shall learn to appreciate sin­ 
cerely. And the more fanciful his 
creations the more we will enjoy 
them. More on this in my bulle­ 
tins, “Now Come the Fairies'* and 
“Letting Little Children Learn,'' 
to be had by sending a self-ad­ 
dressed, stam ped envelope to me 
in care of this piper.
